Two Types of Mines. | 

In the present war there are two 
general types of nilneo employed, the 
<'OBtact mine and the observation mine. 
The latter may be either submerged or 
flonllog. It dora not explode on con¬ 
tact, but only when It Is alectrically 
dlnehargrd from Ihe shore. There have 
been . few observation mine* fired la 
the present war. although we have a 
reason to expect that the Uardaasliaa 
Is well equipped with them. Borne of 
the conlact mines are called huoyaat, 
and float upon the surface of the 
water. Others are anchored to the 
bottom. The explosive la moet cai»ea 
la guncotton, because of the safety 
with which It caa be handled, stored, 
and even used la a wet aiifte. 

In modern llmee special ships have 
been prepared for mine-laying. While 
going at full speed they can il^> p min e* 
In their wakcK and a gnat area ofTbe

Is atlll an object 
of only mild interest. Kportsnien and 
fur dealers would b<> no more likely to 
Invest money in raising red foxes than 
pouUrymen would be to go out of busi¬ 
ness because-such animals make 00 - 
caaiunal raids on chicken-yards. Thk 
plebeian fox haa however a patrician 
cousin that Is so highly esteemed that 
men have Invested million# of fbillars 
In America In the buslnesa of getting 
lU fur. 

That fox Is the silver or black fox-^ 
furriers class as "silver" all shades 
from light gray to lustrous black. Kor 
centuries parsons of great wealth have 
used this fur, with the result that its 
valuo has become almost an fully 
standardised as that of diamonds. 
Prices range fpt»m eighty to one hun¬ 
dred pounds fi>r a light silver pell t«i 
more than six hundred imunds for a 
perfect black npecirfien. No nth» r fur- 
bcarlng animal It #0 Valuable. 

Ho rare Is this bix In Its wild ntata 
that men have eHlabllshed ranehes in 
•irder to try to domestlcAle It. On 
iTince h^tlward Island, wh'-re the rll* 
mate and other conditions are favor¬ 
able, the experiments of thin kind fiave 
l>een su(>'casful enough attract wide 
Interest.
